RAISED IT TEN FEET. 


The Auxiliary Shed at the New Union 
Station Was too Lew. 


The engineers at work on the New Union 
Depot have just unisbed the fob of raising 
the height of the auxiliary shed, an annex 
to the main shed, some 10 feet 9 inches 
over its original height. The improve- 
ment was rendered necessarry by 


asmall oversight for which, however, no 
one is blamed. The auxiliary shed is that 
part of the roof which shelters that portion 
of the depot between the entrances and the 
platform proper. It covers a strip some 
30 or 4 feet wide and extending 
the whole width of the depot. It was 
originally bullt to slope from the brick walls 
of the entrance tothe point where it joined 
the glass partition running down perpen- 
dicularly from the arched roof of the depot 


proper. It was completed in this manner 
and was then found to shut off a 
view ofthe roof of the depot from the 


entrances and to leave a very insignificant 
part of the entrances exposed from the plat- 
forms ofthe depot. In order to overcome 
this defect it was raised an additional 
height of 10 feet 9 inches by 
means of Jjack-screws. The ironwork 
already completed was not disturbed except 
to shorten it, and sections were added to the 
iron posts supporting the roof.

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Mysterious Case of Michael Lam- 
bert, a Salvation Army Officer. 


Assaulted. by. Unknown Persons, His 
‘Condition Is Now Critical. 


NEGLIGENCE IN THE CASE AND AN Ar- 
TEMPT TO COVER IT UP. 


Lambert Was Removed From His Room 
to the Hospital and Apparently no 
Effort Made to Find Out Who Was 
Responsible for His Injuries—Police 
Report on the Case Changed. 


Michael Lambert, an officerof the Salva- 
tion Army, whoarrived in this city only one 
week ago, is dying at the Oity Hospital, 


under circumstances which indi- 
cate that he has been the 
victim of foul play. Thus far 
the guilty assassans are still at large, 


and the facts surrounding the assault on 
Lambert are stillunknown. Furthermore 
the action of the officers who made the re- 
port is somewhat peculiar. 

THE POLICE REPORT CHANGED. 

Last Sunday morning about 11:30 o’clock 
Lambert was removed from his room at 321 
South Second street to the City Hospital by 
Officers Spoehnemann and Bouchein of the 
Central District. Lambert had been in 
bed at that time for two days, and his 
features were swollen and hig body 
covered with discolorations. Instead 
of inquiring into the cause of 
Lamdert's illness, a report was made out 
stating that he was removed to the hospital 
as sick and destitute. 

Yesterday Dr. Heine Marks made an ex- 
amination of the patient and ascertained 


that there were marks of violence 
on his body. Lambert continued 
to grow worse, and finally 


became delirious and unconscious yesterday 
afternoon, Dr. Merks decided it was advis- 
able to notify the police of the patient’s con- 


dition and when Assistant Chief of 
Police Reedy inguired for the police 
report of the assault on Lam- 
bert, no report could be found, but 


an hour or two after the report was asked 
for the report of Officers Spoehnemann and 
Bouchein was found. The report bore the 


date line of March 5, and stated 
that at 9:30 that morning they 
had removed Lambert to the City Hos- 


pital. This report was closely scrutinized, as 
it did not correspond with the fact. Ihe re- 
moval of the sick man had taken place on 
March 4. The report. showed that there had 
been an erasure made, and March 5 was 
substituted for March 4. This it is thought 
was done to make it appear that there had 
had not been any delay or undue negligence, 
but the record of the admission of the patient 
at the hospital was obtained and now there 
istrouble. An investigation is being ~— 
to ascertain who changed the date of the 
report and also to find out why the case was 
not properly investigated. 

Lambert is 2years. old and a laborer by 
occupation. He bears a good reputation in 
the Salvation Army ranks, and is known as a 
sober man. Several detectives and police 
Officers are at present hard at work investi- 
gatingthe assaulton Lambert and endeav- 
oring to locate it and the assailants as well. 

ABSAULTED BY HOODLUMS. 

The lodging-house on Second street, where 
Lambert stopped since he has been in St. 
Louls, is kept by Frederick Harmes, an aged 
German. He told this story of how Lambert 
came by his wounds: 

Friday afternoon I sent him up to Four- 
teenth street to get some lime. He came 
back with the lime about 40’clock and said 
he had been assaulted. When we asked him 
for further detalis he said that at Sixth and 
Spruce streets two hoodlums jostled into 
him. He objected to this and one 
of them struck him twiceover the body with 
aheavy cane. As he dropped his sack. of 
lime the other man struck him in the back of 
the neck with a brick and then they both ran 
away. 

Lambert did not seem so badly hurt when 
he got here, but soon became drowsy, and 
went to sleep. By Sunday he became so 
much worse that we called in the policeman 
on the beat, and he Sent for the ambulance.“ 

Mr. Harmes sald that Lambert was a total 
abstainer from liquor. The police were 
given all the facts in the case lastnight by 
him, but for some reason failed to give them 
out at the Four Courts. 

Lambert came here from Duluth, Minn., 
ano gave it out to his fellow lodgers that he 
had property there.

ONCE A NOTED MUSICIAN. 


Failing to Kill His Wife Joseph La Monde, 
or Tony FParker, Commits Suicide. 

Joseph Lauonde, better known in this city 
as Tony Parker, committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself in the brain last night about 7 
o’clock in an alley on Fourteenth between 
Chestnutand Pine streets. Parker was a 
man of widespread reputation as a com- 
poser and violinist. He was lately employed 
at Harry Lunberg’s variety theater at Four- 
teenth and Chestnut streets as leader of the 
orchestra. 

Parker’s troubles arose from the morphine 
habit to Which he was sorely addicted, and 


from jealousy of his pretty young wife, Mrs. 
Belle Parker. The habit grew so strong on 


him that his wife decided not to live 
with him longer. The final breach 
occurred about three weeks ago, when 


Parker returned to his home at 1601 Olive 
street, sadly under the influence of the drug 
and being denied admittance began pound- 
ingon the door. Three young men came 
down stairsandthrew him into the street. 
He left that night and has not been back 
there since. He decided that the three young 
men who threw him away fro his own 
house were his wife’s lovers and being jeal- 
— decided to end his own and his wife's 


a. 

Friday morning he went to the Winter Gar- 
den, on Broadway, between Market and Wal- 
nut streets, where his wife is employed as a 
drummer in the orchestra, and attempted to 
stabherto death, but was prevented, and 
placed under arrest. He was released on 
bond, his employer going his security. 

Parker, after his release, sent a threaten- 
ing letter to his wife, saying that if she 
would not live with him again he would kill 
her. He also wrote to the Musician’s Mutual 
Benevolent Association of which he was a 
member, denouncing Mrs. Parker as not 
his legally married wife. He afterwards 
wrote another letter denying the truth of 
the firstto the musician’s association and 
asking that the first be kept secret. 

He declared his intention of killing his wife 
and pawned his violin for $5 and bought a 88- 
caliber American bull-dog.

USING DYNAMITE.

Street Railway Strikers Smashing Cars 
at Youngstown. 


Yourcstown, O., March 6.—At noon to-day 
the Youngstown Electric Street Railway Co., 
which has been tied up Dy a strike since sun- 
day morning, ran out the first car manned 
by a non-union crew. The streets were 
crowded by thousands of ale mill men, who 
greeted the appearance ot the car with loud 
cries of ‘‘black sheep, and hurled epithets 


at the menonthe car, N@ passengers were 
on board. 

When the car reached the public square a 
wild rush was made forit by the crowd and 
in an instant every pase Was smashed to 
atoms. 

In a few moments a Beavy explosion oc- 
curred and it was feared that the mob had 
resorted to dynamite to Mon up the cars, as 
they had frequently thrwatened during the 
past two days. 

The explosion proved to have deen caused 
by a large dynamite cartridge which was 
exploded by sympathizers of the strikers. 
It injured no one and was Merely exploded 
to intimidate the non-union men who have 
taken the piaces of the strikers. 

A second sar was rug out of the barns 
shortly after noon and received similar 
treatment as the first. The windows were 
demoltshed by stones thrown by the strikers 
ortheir sympatizers. A motorman had his 
face cut by flying glass. Beyond this no one 
— been hurt. No arrests have yet been 
made. 


WEST VIRGINIA RIOTERS. 


Concentrating Forces for an Attack on 
Fayetteville Jail. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 6.—The crisis 
which was to come at Eagle last night failed 
to occur. Everything passed off quietly, 
Sherif Hinman making but two more ar- 
rests. 

Walter Wyant and W. ©, Schamb, arrestea 
with Col. Wyant Sunday night, returned to 
Eagle last night from Fayetteville with a 


guard, the Colonel remaiming on his own ac- 
cord. 

It is currently rumored here that the strik- 
ers are coneentrating their forces near Fay- 
ettevillie for an attack on the County Jail to 
liberate the strikers confined there. The 
officers here neither affirm nor deny the ru- 
mor.

Two Gatling 
guns and a full suppiy ofammunition are on 
their way to Eagle. 

Two dead and thirteen wounded is the 
latest reported result of Wednesday’s fray. 

At 12:30 o’clock it was learned that large 
mobs of rioters were leaving Montgomery 
and Mt. Carbon ontheirwayto the Fayette- 
ville jail. 


JIM FRENCH AGAIN. 


This Time He Is Suspected of Robbing a 
Post- Office. 


Jim French, who is under sentence on the 
charge of arson, and two brothers named 
Sasse, who at onetime conducted a pawn- 
shop inthis city, were arrested by Detec- 
tive Badger and Flynn last night 
on suspicion of being implicated in the loot- 
ing of a Missouri Post-office on the Iron 
Mountain road only recently. 

The arrest was made on the application of 
Inspector WilHams of the United States Secret 
Service.

GAINESVILLE, Tex., March 6.—A most dar- 
ing but unsuccessful attempt to wreck and 
rob the passenger and express train No. 2 on 
the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe road was made 
at 1:10 o’clock this morning. 

The scene of the attempt was a lonely 
stretch of the line fringing a high embank- 
ment, three miles north of Paul's Valley. I. 
T., and eighty miles north of Gainesville. 

The plans of the robbers had been well 
laid, but a fortunate circumstance frustrated 
their designs. 

Two large piles of ties were placed upon 
the track 100 feet distant from each other. 
The passenger train was due there at 2:45, 
and had it struck the obstruction on the 
track nothing could have prevented a territ- 
ble wreck and great loss of life, as the train 
is always well laden with passengers. 

Fortunately, a southbound special train 
had been ordered to make a siding beyond 
the Valley, before the arrival of the pas- 
senger. It came thundering along the 
rails and crashed into the pile 
of ties intended for the express. The engine 
was derailed and it and the tender, following 
four freight cars, went crashing over the 
forty-foot embankment into the rayine 
below. 

The engineer, fireman and head brakeman 
jumped in time to save their lives, and es- 
caped with a few brulses. 

It is supposed that the men who put the 
tles on the track did so with the purpose of 
robbing the express car, and when they 
found their plans had miscarried left the 
vicinity. 

News of the disaster was telegraphed to 
this city from Paul's Valley, and the United 
States Marshal and a posse took a special 
train to the scene of the wreck and will pur- 
sue the bandits, who are belleved to belong 
to the Dalton gang. 

Marks of horses’footprints were found near 
the road where the attempt was made, and 
it is known tkat at least eight men were en- 
gaged in the enterprise. 

The wreck was soon cleared from the track 
and the passenger train passed through 
without molestation. 


Failed to Pass the Bill.

SILVER IN THE WAY 


The Republicans Evinee an Intention 


to Obstruct Tariff Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—There was 
evidence during the progress of routine bust. 
nes* in the Senate this morning, of a purpose 
on the Republican side of the chamber to dis- 
place tariff question with a silver discussion 
Over the Bland seigniorage bill. There were 
but few Democratic Senators in the chamber 
whep the Vice-President’s gavel fell. 

Mr. Hill awakened interest by offering the 
following resolution, and asking its refer- 
ence to the Committee on Finance: 

**Whereas, The Secretary of the Treasury 
has announced a deficit of $78,000,000 for the 
current fiscal year; 


**Whereas, House bill No. 4.864, Known as 
the Wilson bill, proposes to discard $76,000,000 
revenue from present tariff taxation and to 
meet the double deficiency by new internal 
and direct taxation; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Senate Finance com- 
mittee frame amendments to the said bill 
omitting the said internal and direct. taxes 
newly proposed, and instead thereof make 
provision for sufficient revenue by tariffing 
other foreign imports and otherwise revising 
the tariff without creating a deficiency.’’ 

The silver storm cloud, which had been 
lowering all the morning, broke over the 
Senate when Mr. Harris of Tennessee moved 
the second reading of the Bland seigniorage 
bill. In doing so, he stated to the Senate 
and especially to the Senator from Nevada 
(Mr, Stewart) that the latter was not a more 
earnest advocate of silver coinage than he. 
But he (Harris) believed that there was one 
question which should take precedence over 
this, and without any breach of confidence 
he could state that the Finance Committee 
was on the verge of reporting the tariff bill 
to the Senate. He therefore objected to 
further proceedings on the seigniorage bill, 
and under that objection it would have to go 
to the calendar. , 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—Some minor rou- 
tine business preceded the resumption of the 
debate on the pension appropriation bill in 
the House to-day. Quite a heated discussion 


was precipitated at the beginning of the 
session over a resolution instructing the Sec- 
retary of the Navy toappoint a naval cadet 
from the Fifth South Carolina District. 

It seemed that Mr. Strait, the Representa- 
tive from Maryland, faued to appoint a 
cadet and the Secretary of the Navy ap- 
pointed and charged to that district 
a yopng man from Alabama, It 
developed that in several other cases 
the Secretary of the Navy had filled vacan- 
cles from districts with residents of other 
districts, and there was a manifest disposi- 
tion on the part of the members of the House 
to resent what they considered an infringe- 
ment of their rights.

SUGAR GOES UP. 


and 


The Stock Jumps 12 Per Cent, 


Closes at 95 3-4. 


New YORK, March 6.—The acrobatic ten- 
dencſes of Sugar were never better exempli- 
filed than to-day when, accompanied by an 
excitement which has not been experienced 
on the Stock Exchange in many months, 
this stock Jumped up some 12 per cent, broke 
9 and rallied 5. The movement 
to put up Sugar on the shorts was 
very carefully manipulated by the brokers 


for James R. Keene. Large buying orders 
were distributed throughout the sugar pool, 
and as the price moved up a number of buy- 
ing stop orders were uncovered which sent 
the figures up 1 and 2 per cent 
at a jump until. 100 was reached. 
Then the figures receded as 
rapidly to 91 and rallied to95%. The only 
explanation given of the rise is thatthe 
shorts were stampeded and determined to 
cover at any price, Delleving themselves to 
be cornered. While the deal was in progress 
all other business was saespended and 
the entire..exchbange watched the opera- 
tions with intense interest, The 
whole business was done inside of ten min- 
utes and then the Exchange resumed its ac- 

customed composure. Sugar preferred did not 
enter into the flurry, but special shared in the 
improvement to the extent. of 31 
per cent. The short interest was scared into 
covering 1 ey om generally, and Western 
Union and Chicago Gas rose 1%, Distilling, 
14%; Lead, I; the grangers, except the North- 
west, 49, and the other shares traded in l 
per cent. Manhattan was weak and re- 

ceded 1 percent, and Missouri Pacific lz per 
cent. 

The Evening Post tells of the excitement in 
Sugar stock to-day: There was evidence on 
the market.this morning of some very re- 
markable manipulation of the ‘‘news’’ from 
Washington about the Senate’s intentions 
with respect to the tax on sugar. Be- 
tween 10 o’clock, when business Opened, 
until 11:30. about 100 » 0 shares 
ehanged hands, and during tuese dealings 
the price of the certificates moved, orrather 
rushed, from 88 to 100, turning at par and re- 
ceding. as rapidly as they had advanced to 
92. Afteranother npward spurt, the price 
seemed to settle about 93. 

The excitement attending these extraor- 
dinary sales was intense, and the dealings as 
reflected in the quotations, most irregular. 
Fora while all other business seemed at a 
stand still. At one time, for instance, 
the tape recorded eleven different 
prices for sugar, showing a varia 
tlon of three points, while fractional 
lots, sold simultaneously with full lots; were 
frequently above the price of the latter. Whe 
excitement during the rush was so great that 
comparatively little stock changed hands at 
extreme figures. At the round 100 the sales 
were 400 certificates. Most of the sales were 
between 92@93, at which price the amount 
dealt in was enormous, 

Upto noon the gales of sugar had reached 
the enormous total of 100,400 shares, and it Is 
reported on the street that a private seittie- 
ment was forced on a short contract for 
25,000 shares at the top figure of the morn. 
ing. 100. It was to corner these belated 
shorts that this morning’s drive was made, 
and there was pothing for, the gentlemen 
who had sold what they had noc got but to go 
into the market, buy and deliver, or make 
terms to be dictated by the porehasers. It 
ig very likely that several other short 
contracts were settled on the basis 
of par, which was the price set 
dy Mr. Keene, as a proper remuneration for 
his labor in sustaining the market for sugar. 
Another lesson bas therefore been taught the 
bears in this steck which they will profit by 
undoubtedly to no greater degree than they 
have by previous examples of the power ofa 
clique to manipulate this mercurial prop- 
erty.

One Hundred Additional Laborers Will 
Probably Be Added to the Force To- 
Morrow—A Notice From the Fund

Called—Other New Developments. 


Owing to the heavy rains of yesterday and 
last night there is no work being done on the 
Forest Park Lake to-day. | 2 

Fortunately the Post- DisPATCH WAS en- 
abled yesterday afternoon to notify the la- 
borers employed on that work, that there 
would likely be nothing done before to- mor- 
row, and in consequence few of the men 
were put to the trouble and expense of going 
out to Forest Park this morning with the ex- 
pectation of work being done, 

The ground is exceedingly | wet and muday, 
and a raw, cold wind sweeps over the cut 
where the la borers would be at work. The 
most probable outcome of their exposure at 
this time would be that many cases of pneu- 
monia would be developed thereby. But few 
of the laborers are warmly clad, and the risk 
of working in wet soll, with a cold wind 
chilling them to the bone, would be greater 
than shouid be undergone. 

To-morrow excayation will be resumed, 
and in addition to the force already engaged 
100 additional laborers registered at the PostT- 
DISPATCH have been notified to report on the 
grounds. 

The results of the work done on the lake to 
date are now satisfactorily apparent. Inthe 
cut where the men have been employed 
marked progress has been made, and the em- 
bankment for the beautiful seventy-foot 
driveway which will skirt the lake is also 
well under way. 

The Fund Committee wishes the announce- 
ment made that it has for sale on the lake 
grounds from 60,000 to 80,000 cubic yards of 
excellent earth, and about 1,000 cords of fine 
timber. It would well repay local lumber 
dealers to visit the park Jake and examine 
the latter, as there is some exeellent white 
oak amongthe lot, besidesa quantity of red 
and black oak. The timber is too fine to be 
sola for ordinary cordwood, and much ofit 
could be used for veneering. All proposi- 
tions for the purchase of either earth or tim- 
ber on the lake grounds should be made to. 
the Fund Committee.

How Legislation Manipulators Have 


Made Money in Connect'cut. 

New Haven, Conn., March 6.—The last 
General Assembly of Connecticut was fa- 
mous for its schemes to secure good-paying 
political positions. Details of the Hartford 
Bridge scheme, which resulted in the pay- 
ment of something over $35,000 for lobby 
purposes, have already been published. 


To-day another lobby scheme is exposed. 
Abouteight, years ago a law was passed pro- 
viding for the abolition of rallroad grade 
crossings in various towns inthe State. The 
law provilled thatthe towns should bear a 
portion of this expense and the railroad the 
remainder. . Karly last session a bill was in- 
troduced providing for the payment from 
the State Ireasury to the towns. which had 
paid for the abolition of grade crossings the 
total sum they had expended, 

This bill was carefully manipulated and 
finally lobbied through. The towns of Brant- 
ford, Guilford, Madisonand Bast Haven re- 
ceived about ‘$80,000, Of this amount the 
towns paid to the lobbyists 2 per cent of the 
amount received and a considerable addi- 
tional sum, the amount of which is not 
known,

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 6.—‘‘Not long 
ago, said Hon, Theodore Roosevelt, the 
‘Chairman of the Civil Service Commission. 
to a Post-DISPATCH correspondent to-day, 
„e were called upon to choose between 
two candidates for membership of the Mich- 
igan Board of Examiners. The A. P. A. flied 
a protest against the selection of one of the 
twoonthe ground that he was a catholic, 
whereupon we promptly appointed him, If 
any Catholic organization had protested 
against the appointment of one of these men 
merely because he was a Protestant we 
would have chosen him just as promptly. 
This is only an illustration of the fact that 
we permit no discrimination on religious 


prejudice, ’’ 

Commissioner Roosevelt spoke with spirit. 
He was indignant, and his indignation was 
occasioned by the sermon delivered in New 

York Sunday night by the Rev. Madison C. 
Peters of the Bloomingéale Reformed 
Church, who has aroused the just wrath of 
other high officials in Washington by his 
charges to the effect that Roman Catholism 
is a recognized political machine in Wash- 
ington, which controls appointments to 
office in all the departments and even 
manipulates the Civil Service Com- 
mission. Among other things Dr. 
Peters is quoted as saying that the ‘Church 
has $12,000,000 worth of property in the city of 
Washington, largely secured in thirty years, 
two- thirds of it contributed by Protestants, 
by systematic -begging from Government 
employes and from Government appropria- 
tions. Nuns and Sisters of Charity make 
monthly solicitations for money, frequently 
during business hours, contrary to the plain- 

* ly posted rules. Iftheclerksin the depart- 
ments do not pay money over to the nuns 
they lose their positions. Romanists can get 
in advance the Civil Service examination 
questions.’’ 

The attention of Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt was called to the latter part 
of this statement. He read it carefully and 
immediately summoned all the clerks in the 
commission who have anything todo with 
the preparation or custody of examination 
papers. Then speaking with great emphasis, 
he sala: 

„This is a mere slanderous falsehood. 
These gentlemen whom you see before you, 
and one clerk who is now absent, are the 
only ones who have anything to do with the 
preparation and custody of the examination 
papers and questions. Until this minute 
I have never known anything as to 
how many Catholics there are on the com- 
mission. From what Mr. Halioran tells me 
there are three or four. Of the four gentle- 
men who handle these examination questions 
one isa Catholic and three are Protestants, 
but it would not make the slightest difference 
to me whether they were all four Protestants 
or all four Catholics. I don’t care arap 
about the religion of any of our subordinates 
or any of the applicants who come before us, 
and I will guarantee that as far as this com- 
mission is concerned no applicant ever is 
and never has been discriminated for or 
against because he is a Catholic, a Protes- 
tant, a Jew ora Gentile. If Peters is correct - 
ly reported he is guilty of grossly 
malicious utterances, and if he knew any- 
thing aboutthe work ofthe commission he 
would know thatreligious discrimination is 
absolutely impossible under our system of 
administration in the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Weabsolutely refuse to keepon our 
files anything that will tend to disclose any 
applicants’ religious or political affiliations. 
I shall be dGelighted to have any 
reputable gentleman come here and per- 
sonally inspect our whole system of 
preparing, keeping and issuing examination 
papers, and it will be seen that it absolutely 

revents the possibility ofany such action. 
Fonatlones the production of any case where 
such discrimination has been exercised 
among the tens of thousands of cases that 
come before us each year. Let Mr. Peters 
cite a single case if he can.’’ 

Dr. Peters charges that Commissioner 
Lochren isa Catholic and permits solicita- 
tion and begging by the Sisters of Charity in 
the Pension Office Builiding. Commissioner 
Lochren said: This is a cheap lie. Jam an 
Episcopalian and never have been anything 
else. As tor the soliciting, we have never 
allowed anyone in the building but the Little 
Sisters of the Poor, who come in to get what 

voluntary contributions may be placed in 
their baskets. This privilege is granted on 
the express ground that the money is ex- 

nded for Catholic and Protestant alike, 
and for blacks as well as whites.’’ 

The friends of Justices Morris, Alvey and 
Sheppard of the new District Court of Ap- 
peals are indignant at Dr. Peters’ reference 
o them. le said: The Court of Appeals, 
organized this year, may be said to be en- 
tirely Catholic. Obiet Justice Alvey is the 
son of a Roman Catholic mother, Judge Mor- 
ris is a Jesuit 9 bate and Judge Sheppard is 
also a Roman Cat lic and a Romanist.’’ 

„That statement,’’ said a leading lawyer, 
„ig false and thoroughly 4 Judge 
Morris is a Catholic, but neither of his col- 
leagues is of that faith, and if Dr. Peters had 
taken the trouble to look into the matter at 
all he would easily have found the facts.“ 

Otner equally loose statements of Dr. 
Peters are vigorously denied here. Among 
other things he stated that 'In one division 
of the printing office, where there are fifty 
clerks, there are forty Romanists;’’ while 
the factis thereare fewer than twenty-five 
clerks inthe whole ce. Dr. Peters also 
charges that the on old-over Chief of 
Division in the Lan Office is kept 
there by Secretary Smith because he 

Roman 


is a m Catholic. As a 
matter of fact this particular official is re- 
tained because Congressman Tracy of New 
York requested his retention as the only 
favor he proposed to,ask of Secretary Smith, 
and bas his request on the score of long 
standing family friendship with the incum- 
bent. Dr. Peters aleo rehearses the old story 
about Peckbam’s rejection, ascribing it only 
to the influenee of Catholics. Of course those 
who are famil with tue facts in the case 
only laugh at this part of the doctor’s tirade.

WIFE AND CHILD DIED. 


Bat the Meney-Lender Would Nat Ex- 
tend the Interest for a Month. 


Another instance of the disgraceful usuri- 
ous practices of money-lenders, which have 
become so common of late, came to light 
yesterday. This time John C. King of 814 
Morgan street, who styles bimselfa business 
and general storage agent, poses as the 
shark, and his victim is H. D. Clark of 712 
Carr steeet. On an original loan of $15 Clark 
has paid $72.90 interest, besides $3 of the prin- 


cipal, and still owes $19. 

Clark is a hard-working negro, who has 
lived at his present address for the past 
eleven years. He is employed by J. : 
Hayes, manufacturer of woolen goods, run- 
ning an engine at the latter’s factory, Grand 
and Easton avenues. On Aug. 28, 1889, four 
and one-half years ago, he Dorrowed $15 from 
John C. King. As fees for making the loan 
the latter charged him $7, making him sign 
an original note for$22. The interest on the 
loan was $1.35 per month. Two months after 
securing the loan Clark paid $3 on the princli- 
pal, reducing the note to 819. This payment, 
however, produced no reduction in the rate 
of interest charged, and for fifty-four months 
he has been paying regularly the $1.35 per 
month interest, making a total of $75.90 he 
has paid. 

the legal rate of interest which may be 
charged on a loan of this kind is 8 per cent 
per annum. Leaving out of the question the 
illegal charge of $7 in fees, Clark could only 
have been required to pay $5.40 interest upon 
the original loan of $15 during the four and 
a half years he has had the use of the money. 
Instead of this he has paid over a dozen 
times this amount and still oves $19. 

The system used by King is the same as 
that generally in vogue among persons of 
his class. He attempts to evade the legal 
restrictions placed upon the rate of interest 
collectible by renewing the note from month 
tomonth. ‘this evasion, however, does not 
hold good in the courts, and if the money- 
lender endeavors to push the terms of his 
mortgage in such instances he invariably 
falls. Clark holds receipts for all the money 
he has paia, and, acting on the advice of his 
friends, has decided to make no further pay- 
ment either of interest or principal. 

Some idea of the heartlessness of the 
money lender may be gleaned from a further 
experience which Clark met with at his 
hands. Last September his wife and baby 
daughter died within a few days of one 
another. What little money he possessed 
had been expended in medleine and he had 
no money left tobury them with. In this 
emergency he went to King 
he states, asked the latter 
the interest on the loan 
that month go over until the next month. In 
reply, he says, he was curtly informed that 
„business was not done that way. He 
managed to borrow the money and paid the 
interest. Again last month his sister-in-law 
died, and he had to bury her. Once more he 
asked King, he alleges, fora month’s grace, 
— again to meet with the curtest kind ofa 
refusal. 


STRUCK HIM WITH PINCHERS. 


How a Blacksmith Treated a Man Who 
Would Not Pay Him.

WIDE OPPORTUNITY FOR FALSIFY. 


ING AND EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Many Cities Have NO Naval Officer of the 


Port, and the Treasury Department 
Is Foroed to Accept the Unverified Ro- 
porte of Collectors—An Attempt to 
Remedy the Evil. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.— According to 


the report of the Dockery Joint Commission, 
which recommends among other things the 
abolition of the office and Bureau of Com- 
missioner of Customs, accounts of the Gov- 
ernment aggregating many millions of dol - 
lars have not been audited, and if there has 
been no diversion of public moneys to private 
uses the fact is due wholly to the Integrity of 
the Collectors of Customs at such places as 
Chicago, 
Paso and other entry ports. 


Cleveland, Buffalo, Galveston, E! 


The loose manner of doing business, the re- 
port says, has not been due to any inatten- 
tion in the Treasury Department, but is the 
result of existing laws governing the audit- 
ing of customs accounts. These have estab- 
lished an auditing. officer, technically known 
as Naval Officer of the Port, at Boston, New 
York, PhiJadelphia, Baltimore, New Orleans 
and San Francisco. This officer has had 
no naval duties, but has been charged 
with carefully auditing the customs 
receipts of these large ports. Ithas insured 
complete protection to the Government in 
the accounts from these sources. But the 
law hasconfined these auditing officers to 
the six ports mentioned, and no provision 
has ever been mude fora like auditing of re- 
ports from Chicago and the many customs 
ports outside the six designated. 

Asaresultof this omission the customs 
collectors at Chicago and these other vorts 
have forwarded their reports and collections 
tothe Treasury Department, with copies of 
the papers in each account. The ‘reasury 
officials passed upon the papers as the col- 
lectors submitted them. ‘There was no 
means of checking them with the original 
papers. The word of the collectors that $1,000 
was collected on a particular import of goods 
had to be accepted without an examination 
which would disclose conclusively that $1,000 
was the amount collected. It was readily in 
the power of unscrupulous employes to 
falsify the papers sent to Washington and 
escape detection, 

The Dockery Commission will now propose 
a change of the law by which the Commis 
sion of Customs will pass out of existenee 
andthe First Auditor of the Treasury will 
thereafter audit all customs accounts, Chi- 
cago and other cities will thereafter be 
brought into the system by’ which each 
collection is audited and verified from 
the original papers. No additional naval 
officers wili be authorized, but the customs 
collectors will be required thereafter to sub- 
mit the original papers, invoices, etc., in or- 
der tnat the Treasury may audit from orig- 
inals instead of from coples. 

Considering the vast sums which have gone 
unaudited for years, the loose manner of ac- 
counting is a matter of much surprise to vet- 
eran Government accountants. 


THE FOSTAL SERVICE. 


Some Interesting Facts ‘in the Report on 
the Appropriation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—Interesting 
facts concerning the Postal Service are em- 
bodied in the unusually complete report 


upon the appropriation Dill, compiled by 
Representative Henderson of North Carolina, 
Chairman of the Committee on Post-ofiices, 
The estimate ofthe department on which 
the bill is based amounted to 390,399, 485. ex 
clusive of special facilities on trunk lines, an 
item amounting to $196,614. The bill recom- 
mends an appropriation of $87,470,599, which 
isin round numbers $3,000,000 less than the 
estimates and about the same sum in ad- 
vance of the appropriations for the current 
year. The estimated postal revenue forthe 
fiscal year 1895 is $84,427,748, so that the pos- 
tal service is nearly self-supporting. 

Instead of depending upon the future ac- 
tion of Congress to make good deficiencies, 
the bill provides thata sum equal to what- 
ever deficiences may arise shall be appro- 
priated. Throughout the report conipara- 
tive tables for each item are given, showing 
the appropriations for ten years and making 
an interesting history of the growth of the 
system, 

A material reduction from the estimates 18 
made in the compensation of postmasters. 
The amount asked was $17,230,000 and that 
recommended is $16,000,000. For clerks’ sal- 
aries the full estimate of $9,700,000 is granted, 
an increase of $840,000 over last year. For 
free delivery service the estimate of $12,327.- 
685 is recommended, an increase of $1,000,000 
from the preceding year. For inland trans- 
portation by railroad routes $26,900,000 was 
asked for and $25,000,000 granted, an increase 
of $1,000,000 from last year. 

That the postal service might be a money- 
making system is shown by the fact that 87,- 
000, 000 pounds of free matter for the Govern- 
ment was carried during the year, which had 
it been paid for at regular rates would have 
yleided $7,173,364. The amount credited on 
account af the Pacific Railroads for the year 
past was $1,649,817. 

Of crimes the report says: ‘‘During the 
year 1,881 persons were arrested for violation 
of the postal laws, and of these persons ar- 
rested 227 were postal employes, 65 post- 
masters, 50 assistant postmasters, 28 clerks 
in post-offices, 18 railway mail clerks, 27 let- 
ter-carriers, 20 mall-carrlers, and 19 other 
employes in other grades. When it is re- 
membered that there are about 185,000 per- 
sons employed in the postal service, the per- 
centage is very small.’’ 

The free delivery of mal in forty-six 
small towns ranging from 400 to 4,000 in pop- 
ulation is said not to have shown the ex- 
pected increase in business, and no further 
appropriation for extending the service ex- 
perimentally is recominended, particularly 
as the free delivery branch has a deficiency 
of $68,010 for the first time in its history; and 
to make a fair trial of rural free delivery 
would involve great expense, at least $20,- 


000.

AMERICAN WHEAT TRADE. 


What Consuls at Foreign Ports Say About 
Its Chances. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—In reporting 


o the State Department upon the prospects 
of enlarging the American wheat trade the 
United States Consul at Hongkong, China, 
says that little can be done at that place, as 
the Chinese use the cheaper rice in prefer- 
enceto flour. He believes, however, that 
the opening to trade of new districts on the 
Yellow River andthe reduction of duties at 
Canton will result in some increase. 

The Consul at Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, 
has no suggestions to offer, there being no 
duty on wheat or flour and no obstacle to the 
extension of the trade, which is very impor- 
tantand long established. The sources of 
supply and prices are well known to dealers 
in Great Britain, and the only questions they 
consider are quality and cost of delivery. 

The Consulat Liege, Belgium, suggests the 
formation of agencies in cities of over 
100,000 inhabitants to push the trade. The 
Belgian millers all admit the superiority of 
American grain, and but for its higher price 
it} would control the market. As itis, al- 
though no effort has been made, the trade 
has increased in the last five years at the 
rate of 10 per ceut per annum. 

The Consul at Mantangas, Cuba, reports 
that Americans now have the entire wheat 
and flour trade there and any ipcrease must 
come from increased consumption by the 
8 classes who, at present, use little 
flour. In three years the trade has inc 
69 per cent. 

he Consul at Christiana, Norway, thinks 
that much might be done to increase the 
trade with that country, could transporta- 
tion thither be facilitated. Now American 
wheat is delivered at the pleasure of the 
railroads, is often two and ths on 
the road, and purchasers are driven to the 
use Of German wheat.

Imagination 
can suggest no method of illumination or 
device for supplying it which the Laclede 
company has not an exclusive right to 
adopt. Thecharter of this corporation is 
apparently a liberal education for corpora- 
tion lawyers and franchise grabbers. 


CUCKOO PHILOSOPHY. 

In an interview on the stbject of the al- 
leged cuckoo combination to control the 
approaching State convention, ex-Gov. 
Francis is quoted as saying: This Ido 
know, and that is that a Democratic con- 
vention in Missouri cannot afford to meet 
and not indorse the National Democratic 
Administration. I do not believe that 
such a thing is possible. 

Here is the whole philosophy of cuckoo- 
ism—‘ ‘My President, right or wrong’’—but 
is it the doctrine of pure and undefiled 
Democracy? Are the voters of a party 
bound to support their leaders through 
thick and thin, in unrighteous- 
ness and folly? Is it necessary for 
them to humbly indorse every 
wrong and every blunder committed 
by those to whom they have intrusted 
power? Must they lie and deny their 
principles in order to shield those who 
have betrayed their trust, and for the sake 
of party harmony? 

Merely by way of illustration let us take 
a few instances in the course of the Cleve- 
land Administration. 

The majority of the Democrats of Mis- 
souri heartily favor the coinage of silver. 
Must they submissively swallow their con- 
victions and join in praising a gold bug’’ 
Administration? 

The majority of the Democrats of Mis- 
souri are opposed to trusts and trust influ- 
ences. Must they, nevertheless, indorse 
the appointment of Olney and approve his 
course in betraying the party to the trusts? 

The majority of the Democrats of Mis- 
souri despise the barter of public offices. 
Must they indorse the sale of an Ambassa- 
dorship to Van Alen? 

The majority of the Democrats of Mis- 
souri condemn the use of patronage as a 
whip to discipline Democrats who refuse 
to bow to the Administration’s will, or as 
a bribe to seduce Democrats into support of 
Administration measures. Must they 
‘*crook the pregnant hinges of the knee“ 
under the lash and kiss the hand that 
smites them, or groyel for favors? 

When the Democratic party of Missouri 
denies its convictions and praises wrongs 
and blunders in order to shield the 
National Administration and to keepin 
sugared favor at Washington, what can 
the people of Missouri think of it? 

Politicians of the cuckoo variety seem 
unable to grasp the fact that it is some- 
times impossible for a party to indorse its 
administration.

The scandal is 
ignored. It is time for the people to ex- 
press their displeasure and try to bring the 
Senate back to its original purity and dig- 
nity.

_ MUNICIPAL SPOLIATION. 

In his book on Chicago Editor Stead 
taps some monster municipal evils not con- 
fined to the wicked city on the lakes. His 
chapter on boodling and franchise-grab- 
bing could be read with profit by citizens 
of many large cities in the Union. 

He denounces the gift by franchise of. 
valuable public rights, such as street car 
and gas privileges. ‘‘The city railways,’’ 
he says, ‘‘would have brought $4,000,000 
into the city treasury every year, and this 
alone would have been sufficient to run an 
adminstration of municipal affairs almost 
free of tax.’’ It is impossible to judge of 
the accuracy of the statement without the 
exact figures of Chicago street railway 
earnings, but that it is approximately cor- 
rect and contains a great truth there is no 
doubt. 

Substantially the same thing may be 
affirmed of St. Louis. Valuable franchises 
have been reck l disposed of to the 
profit only of corrupt lobbyists, boodlers 
and franchise-grabbers. Millions of dol- 
lars have been made out of them by private 
investors, while the city has received only 
afew paltry thousands. Ifa fair per cent 
of the profits of these franchises had been 
retained by the municipality the public 
expenses could be defrayed with little bur- 
den to the people. 

We are now suffering the consequences 
of the wrong and folly of free franchise 
distribution. The city treasury is empty, 
and necessary public improvements must 
be neglected on thataccount. The new 
City Hall is in danger of ruin from lack of 
funds with which to continue work, and 
the city institutions are falling into decay. 
The President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements proposes an increase of taxa- 
tion to meet pressing demands for improve- 
ments. Will the people permit this spolia- 
tion to go on until the last vestige of pub- 
lic rights has been absorbed by greedy 
corporations?

MORE PARROTINSG. 

On a recent occasion we were obliged to 

rebuke a Cincinnati contemporary with 
some severity for parroting—a vice which 
unfortunately is not confined to the press 
of Cincinnati. 
It is so general that if a new idea, good, 
bad or indifferent, gets into a newspaper, 
it is liable to be parroted in at least 500 
others for a quarter of a century. 

We findin the Buffalo Courier a case of 
parroting in its worst extreme. The 
Courier describes a typical wife rising be- 
fore daybreak to go through the pockets 
of her husband’s trousers, ‘‘Rest and 
change are good for people,’’ she is made 
to say. ‘‘Now, as I have had a rest, I 
propose to have a little change. 

We are aware of the fact that this moss- 
grown slander is supposed to be a joke, 
and if only repeated once ayearfor ten 
years it might be endurable, but it is lia- 
ble to be worked over in different shapes 
two or three times a year in a single news- 
paper. And when this has been going on 
for at least forty years it is time for some- 
thing to be done about it. 

The Buffalo Courier is in no position to 
defend it. It knows very well that there 
isnot one woman in 10,000 who really 
steals from her husband’s pockets. It will 
not dare to face the public and attempt to 
sustain the charge, It knows that the 
world would not be fit to live in at all if it 
were not forthe women in it. It knows 
that the great majority of wives instead of 
stealing dimes from their husband’s pock- 
ets at night like sneak-thieves really give 
up dollars of their ownenjoyment with 
most unselfish cheerfulness, rather than 
deprive their husbands or their children of 
pleasure. 

If the Buffalo Courier has the courage to 
controvert this; if it dares to attempt to 
defend the scandalous insinuations to 
which it has prostituted its editorial page, 
we will cheerfully revert to the subject 
hereafter. But it will not dare. It will 
confess, by shame-faced silence, that it 
has been parroting its opinions as dis- 
gracefully as if it were the organ of an 
Ohio coal miné or a Chicago oleomargarine 


factory.

Judge Jenkins at Milwaukee on Friday in- 
terpreted his Northern Pacific order in such 
fashion as to take the atrocity out of it. On

Cleveland and the Missouri! Delegation. 


To the Editor ofthe Post- Dispatch: 

As the breach between the President and 
the Congressional delegation from this State 
seems to be widening, it is material to in- 
quire upon whom rests the responsibility for 


this unpleasant state of affairs. 

It cannot be denied that when Mr. Cleve- 
land was elected, although the Repubiicans 
nad wasted the substance of the conntry 
witha prodigal hand, the general business 
situation was good and labor as well em- 
ployed. Silver had not been ah issue in the 
preceding campaign, ana the people had 
given Mr. Cleveland no commission on that 
subject. It was natural to expect that he 
would bring forward his tariff bill on the 
grounds of his election. 

When the purpose of the President to force 
the tariff question to the rear andthe silver 
question to the front became evident, it may 
truthfully de said that there was no general 
sentiment in the party demanding it. It 
came more inthe nature of an unpleasant 
eed pm than anything else. It may also be 
said that while the eye of the expert may 
have discerned in the situation the seeds of 
coming financial disorder, to the general 
observation no exigency in the situation was 
apparent. In any event, no one will be found 
to dispute the proposition that palliative 
measures would have deferred the evil ony 
for many years, and perhaps avoided it 
altogether. 

When the shadow of the President’s pro- 
gramme was projected upon Congress, and a 
general resistance became apparent, dy 
means of inspired dispatches from the seat 
of government which weall remember, two 
proclamations were hung upon the outer 
wall: First, that the administration wonld 
coerce repeal, notwithstanding the then 
present objections ofthe legislative assem- 
Dlies, by giving the country an object lesson 
inthe evils of silvercoinage. Second, that 
patronage was to be used asa sword or bribe 
tocoerce or suduce the representatives of 
the people to the support of the measure. 

The first threat was sustained and carried 
out, coupled with a message to Congress 
which vastly overpainted the evils of silver 
coinage and destroyed public confidence; its 
execution threw the country intoa panic,one 
of the most serious aud deplorable of modern 
times. The second threat wasalso put into 
execution. Senators and Representatives 
were ostracised by the appointing power, a 
very serious matter toa man in public office 
in these days. 

Nevertheless, they have steadily reflected 
the sentiments of their people. 

In all this, it seems to me, they were en- 
tirely in the right, and deserve well of their 
constituencies, and the President was en- 
tireiy in the wrong, In the first place, with- 
out any reference to the quegtion as to 
whether the measure was a goodor bad one 
initself, if brought forward at the proper 
time and place, the sequel shows thatthe 
methods pursued have proved disastrous to 
the country. In the second place, Congress 
is a co-ordinate branch of the Gov- 
ernment, and equally entitled with 
the President to its opinion upon public mat- 
ters, and bound to express the same, and to 
assall its independence by threat or bribe is 
the most serious breach of propriety of 
which the executive could possibly be guilty. 

The occasion, too, was a most important 
one, for nexttothe actual personal liberty 
of the citizen, the regulation of the currency 
of the country has the most to do of any pub- 
lic question with the peace and prosperity of 
acommunity. 

My conclusion is, asacitizenand a Demo- 
erat, that if the party in this State 1s forced 
tochoose between the President and its rep- 
resentatives, they should not hesitate to 
heartily indorse and sustain the latter,

„RTR LEIGH’S AWFUL MISTAKE. 


George Shannon Tells a Good Story on 
the Owner of Clifford. 


Bookmaker George Shannon tells a good 
story on Eugene Leigh, the owner of Clifford. 
Bob Pate, back in thejearly 80’s,campaignea 
one of the strongest strings on the American 
turf,’’ said Shannon last night.“ An Knglish- 
man named Harry Brown, and a good train- 
er he was, handled the string the early part 
of the yearin which the turfman wanted to 
win the Suburban handicap with Monogram. 


The horses were doing nicely down South 
until Brown unfortunately took to drink- 
ing. This caused his discharge. I 
think it was during the Mem- 
phis meeting that Pate came down 
from St. Louis, bringing with him Eugene 
Leigh, whom he had picked up somewhere in 
Illinots, to take Brown’s place. Monogram, 
whe had been backed heavily in the future 
books by his owaer to win the suburban, was 
as fit as a fiddle. After the Latonia 
or Louisville Leigh shipped 
him East, arriving at Sheepshead Bay 
a few days before the big handicap 
wastoberun. This was Gene’s first visit to 
the Day,and he was not aware that the Coney 
Island course was one and one-eighth miles 
in circumference. He had become used to 
the regulation mile tracks on the Western 
Circuit and was not looking for anything 
else. Monogram was galloped regularly 
every morning by George Withers, who was, 
I believe, with the stable then. 

A day or so before the great race Leigh con- 
cluded totry him out good and strong once 
around thetrack. The trial took place early 
in the morning. The going was only fair, 
nevertheléss the gelding covered the mile 
and one-eighth, under a pull, in 1:59 flat.

A SICK ELEPHANT. 


Whisky by the Gallon aud Bed-Quilt 
Musterd Plasters to Cure the Grip. 


Rockronpd, III., March 6.—The veterinaries 
of Rockford havea sick elephant on their 
hands. The beast belongs toa circus win- 
tering here, and js down with a genuine case 
of grip, but is said to be out of danger now. 
When first attacked oneday last week she 
would gape and toss about ina frenzy of pain, 
ahd every once in a while a spasm would 
convulse her mountatnous frame that would 


shake the ground perceptibly for yards 
about. In the excess of her agony she would 
cast herself down on the ground andcry like 
a baby. Her sides swelled out until she re- 
sefubled a balloon more thaolan elephant, the 
thick hide of her stomach nearly touchiig 
the floor as she stood. 

The monster elephant had in times past 
exhibited a great fondness for whisky, and it 
was finally decided to administer this stimu- 
lant in large quantities. Ten gallons were 
consumed by the beast in a couple of hours 
with the ease and relish of a ward politician, 
and without producing any apparent signs 
of intoxication. In fact the sick animal was 
ready to have another growler rushed to her 
wiven the pbysicians called a halt and de- 
cided to try another course of treatment. 

The elephant has always been fond of car- 
rots. Carrots were tunneled out, filled with 
ounces of quinine and other strong medicines 
used for this disease and then plugged up 
again. These were mixed up witb carrots 
which had not been tampered with and 
offered to the elephant in a pall. She would 
take these, loaded with medicine, in her 
trunk, invariably drop themto the ground 
and, after stamping on them, push them 
aside. Apples were also used in the same 
form without results. 

After repeated experiments in this line the 
physicians came to the wise conclusion that 
they couldn’t fool herin this way and that 
some other remedy was necessary to save the 
valuable mountain of flesh from an early 
Krave. Then ten husky circus stake pullers 
were turned iose on her, and she was givena 
strong carbolic bath, which was followed by 
& thorough ane 

Anelephant’s hide is very porous, a fly 
bothering one more than it would a horse. 
This heroic treatment was. continued all 
night long, the attendants giving her a sort 
ofa massage. Inthe morning a half barrel 
of mustard was used in making plasters on 
bedqullts, which were smeared Over her and 
strapped on. As she grew weaker she 
seemed to realize her condition and finally 
put her trunk around her trainer, drew him 
up to her. and all sorts of powerful med 
eines were administered to her after that 
without further trouble. 

Thelife of the beast hung in the balance 
for two days, but she is now rapidly recover- 
ing and considered out of danger, although 
she is still obliged to take an oye opener reg- 
ularly, with quinine in capsules the size of a 
hickory nut on the side. She has become 
guite accustomed to the doping and offers no 
serious objections. 

The patient’s name is Queen, and she has 
grown to be a great pet with the school chil- 
Oren, who visit her quarters in classes nearly 
every day and feed her dainties. The news 
of her serious illness aroused much sympathy 
in Rockford, and hundreds of people called 
daily to see her, all curious to get à glimpse 
at the elephant attacked with the disease 
which has consigned so many people to six 
feet of earth during the past few years. 

The Queen's Companion, a big male 
elephant, cried all the time the doctors were 
dosing their patient. It was touching to see 
such evidence of grief, and the attendants 
and onlookers sympathized as heartily with 
the Dig fellow as they would with a man 
whose wife was at death’s door,

ACCUSED OF POISONING. 


A Wisconsin Woman Charged With Mur- 
dering Her Husband. 

RACINE, Wis., March 6.—Sheriff Beatty will 
arrive from Brooklyn, N. Y., to-day, having 
in charge Mrs. Michael Maer, accused of hav- 
ing polsoned her first husband, August H. 
Groenke, who died herelast August. After 
Groenke’s funeral, Mrs. Groenke, it is said, 
began to receive the attentions of Julius Bar- 
tell, her late husband’s cousin, and Racine 


was surprised to hear thatshe wasto be,mar- 
ried within a month. But Bartell suddenly 
broke off the intimacy. He will be the princi- 
pal witnessin the trial for the prosecution. 
Mrs. Groenke then received the attentions of 
Michael Maier, a butcher, in Racine. They 
were married Jan. 18, much to the scandal of 
the nelghbors. Mrs. Mater had in the mean- 
while collected $1,000 insurance on her hus- 
band’s life,and had placed the home she 
owned at No. 1617 Franklin street in the hands 
Ot a real estate agent for sale. 

She left Racine on the day following her 
marriage. The couple went direct to Brook- 
lyn and opened a butcher shop, which 1s still 
being tended by Maler. 

After her departure her former husband’s 
body was exhumed and the stomach was an- 
alyzed by Prof. Haynesatthe Rush Medical 
College in Chicago. Two drams of arsenic 
were found. Whenthe fact became known 
in Racine, Mrs. Maier was indicted, and 
Sheriff Beatty started at once for Brooklyn. 

The story of Groenke’s death, as told by 
the neighbors, is that after he became sick 
doctors were called ana that they soon had 
him out of danger. The night before he died 


— — 


he was in good spirits. His wife then cooked 
for him some soup, which he ate with a rel- 
ish. Soon hé complained of having cramps 
in his stomach. He rapidly grew worse and 
then died. 

Some weeks prior to the death of Groenke 
an adopted son, aged 8 years, died under 
queer circumstances. hough there has 
been much talk about this,no formal charges 
have been made.

fuland Terrible, and other less important 
craft being provided for in the ordinary 
course in the navy estimates. 

The outline of the scheme has been received 
by the superintendents of the royal dock- 


docks and building slips by the time more 


} definite orders are received, and though no 


expenditure has yet been sanctioned, certain 
parts of the work are actually in progress. 
It is also known that the Admiralty contem- 
plate important additions to the personal 
strength of the navy, but no details of this 
part of the programme are yet known. 

The new scheme is based upon the princi- 
ple that the next naval war will bea test of 
maneuvering skill, and as coal endurance 
will playa prominent part in such tactics 
the new ironciads will be sup ior to any ex- 
isting ships in this respect. having a radius 
of 30,000 knots at economical speed, thus ren- 
dering them independent of resort to coaling 
Stations at a critical moment. Except that 
the principal armament will consist of 50-ton 
guns instead of 67-tonners, the offeasive 
powers will be very similar to those pos- 
sessed by the Royal sovereign class, though 
they will have a few more light guns, but in 
one respect the vessels will be rendered far 
more formidable than the eight great ships 
built under the naval defense act, for 
whereas the latter carry but one submerged 
torpedotube forward and another aft, the 
new vessels will be supplied with pairs of 
tubes at these points, so that should one 
Whitehead miss another can be fired imms- 
diately afterwards, while a double shot un- 
der water is calculated to sink the most pow- 
erful ship afloat. 

Four of these vessels are to be bullt in the 
royal yards, two of them being allotted to 
the Portsmouth, and four of them by con- 
tract. In order that the two special pro- 
gramme ships may be commenced as early as 
possible at Portsmouth, it is necessary to 
hasten the work already in hand, and al- 
though there is just now a strong prejudice 
against working overtime, the authorities at 
Portsmouth yesterday reported to the Ad- 
miralty that ifthe expected progress was to 
be made with the Majestic, it was absolutely 
necessary that extra time should be worked 
in all the shops where the material is being 
propared, and they asked for permission to 
put the hands on overtime for a month ex- 
perimentally. 

The Eclipse, which is under construction, 
is to be launched in August next. So far as 
Portsmouth is concerned the new financial 
year will be one of unprecedented activity, 
forin addition to the new ships to be com- 
menced the Royal Oak, Revenge and Repulse 
—the only ships of the Royal sovereign pro- 
gramme class now in the dockyard hands— 
are to be completed, the cruisers Fox and 
Eclipse are building, the Sultan is being 
practically rebuilt and ther greater part of 
the Havock Class vessels are to be sent to the 
yard 10 complete.

Shore has been a very 
efficient officer and he has grown old in the 
service. His services have en devoted to 
the Third District principally and he has 
passed through all the riotous. periods for 
which this district was noted at one time. 
The retirement of this officer will 
create a vacancy among the seargeants 
and a lively scrimmage going 
on quietly among the few petrolmen 
who gotthetip that Sergt. Shore was going 
to retire.
